narters of the Country have been unhappily diſturbed with 
Tumults and Riots of the lower ſort of People. I have on 
this Occafion been reluctantly obliged to call out the Military 


Power, which is ſometimes the neceſſary, but ought always to 


be the laſt Reſource of Government. "The Officers ordered on 
that Service have executed their Duty with Activity and Diſ- 
cretion. Theſe Tumults are, I hope, wholly ſuppreſſed. 
Many of the Perſons concerned in them are in Cuſtody, and 
await the Puniſhment of their Offences. Others are fled from 
Juſtice, and ſcem to want only an Occaſion of returning to 
their reſpective Habitations with Impunity. 


By the Seaſon of the Year, and by the cloſe of the Seſſion, 
you will ſhortly be diſengazed from the Weight of Publick 
Buſineſs ; and I am ſatisfied, that the ſame Zeal for the Sup- 
rt of Government, the ſame Temper and Moderation, which 
have ſo eminently diſtinguiſhed you in Parliament, will regu- 
late your Conduct in your reſpective Countries. And I doubt 
not, that, by Juſtice and by Lenity, by your Influence, as 
Men'of Property, and by your Authority, as Magiſtrates, you 
will reconcile the Minds of the People to Peace, Civility and 
Order; and perfect that laſting Reformation, in which the 
mere Execution of the Laws, without the Example of thoſe 
who execute them, muſt always be defective. | 
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That I have diſcharged the great Truſt repoſed in me by 
His Majeſty in ſome degree to your Satisfaction; that every 
Branch of my Adminiſtration has not been unpleaſing to you; 
or uſeleſs to this Country, are Circumſtances, which, as a 
Man, and asa.Chief Governor, conſtitute my preſent Happi- 
neſs, and muſt form the moſt ſolid Baſis of my future Reputa- 
tion. You know the Difficulties of my Situation ; and you 
will make Allowance therefore for my Errors. Whatever may 
have been the Imperfections of my Conduct, you will always 
perceive much private Regard for Individuals, and much Pub- 
lick Aﬀection for this Kingdom. Theſe are Particulars, in 
which the greateſt of my Predeceſſors have never ſurpaſſed , 
and the ableſt of thoſe who may ſucceed, can never go beyond 
me. I ſhall return into the Royal Preſence with the deepeſt 
Impreſſion of your Conduct, charged and loaded with Perſonal 
Obligation and with Publick Duty. And, if I have not al- 
together failed in the arduous Office of a Repreſentative of His 
Majeſty, I ſhall not, I hope be found deficient in the eaſy and 
acceptable Taſk of repreſenting to the moſt gracious and beſt 
of Sovereigns that unbounded Confidence, Zeal, and Loyalty, 
which ſo juſtly entitle you to be ranked amongſt the moſt duti- 
ful and affectionate of His Subjects.
